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(54) STRUCTURE OF BILL INSERTION SLOT FOR VENDING MACHINES AND 
THE LIKE 

(57) A bill insertion slot for vending machines and the like, characterized in that a side 

cross-sectional shape of a slot into which a bill is inserted includes: an insertion bottom 

surface 1 that continues flat toward a travelling direction of the bill, and an inclined wall 

surface 2 that continues from the insertion bottom surface 1; a parallel wall surface 3 

that is substantially parallel to the inclined wall surface 2, and a flat bottom surface 4 

that continues from the parallel wall surface 3; and an inclined ceiling surface 5 that 

ends before the insertion bottom surface 1 ends, and a flat ceiling surface 6 that 

continues from the inclined ceiling surface 5. 

[BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE DRAWINGS] 

FIG 1 is a side cross-sectional view of a conventional insertion slot. 

FIG 2 is a side cross-sectional view of an insertion slot according to the present utility 

model
